Knowledge of the subject matter 
he is to teach. Neatness in appear­ 
ance. 
One who sets a good example 
for his students, who makes a 
room a pleasant place in which 
to live. who accepts responsibility 
without grumbling, who ’ does not 
air his troubles in front of stu­ 
dents, they ha\e enough troubles 
of their own.” Dr. McKlveen cau­ 
tioned teachers that, “if we want 
our 
profession recognized, let s 
make it recognizable.”

MONTREAL (AP)-H ealth offi­ 
cials were puzzled and shocked 
today by the theft of 75,000 shots 
of emergency Salk vaccine sent 
here to help check a polio epi 
demic. 
Officials said foul masked gun­ 
men who robbed a research cen­ 
ter of 10.000 vials Monday would 
have a hard time selling the vac­ 
cine—es en though it is valued at 
$50,000 
The vaccine must be kept at 
40 degrees Fahrenheit or it will 
degenerate after 48 hours. If giv­ 
en then it could cause a violent 
reaction, but doctors said it would

It’s tough to climb the ladder

146 New State Laws Are 
Effective T oday; T oo Many 


By RICHARD I. GRAVES 
HARRISBURG (AP) — A state 
official protested today that the 
Legislature pays too little atten 
tion to the effects e dates of laws 
it approves. 
Joseph A. Reilly, director of the 
State Department s Bureau of Le 
gis’ation, took the position as 146 
laws became effective today That 
is more than naif of the legislation 
passed by the 1959 General Ae- 
sembly. 
He said that in many cases laws 
become effective before the prop­ 
er government machinery is set 
up to administer them. He declined 
to single out specific examples, 
but he said such cases would come 
up where regulations or forms 
must be prepared, or where the 
public must be educated to under­ 
stand the law. 
Set Effective Date 
The reasons the big batch of 
aw's became effective today Is the 
1937 Statutory Construction Act. 
It provides that all legislation ap­ 
proved becomes effective Sept. I 
of the year in which it Is passed 
unless specifically written to be­ 
come effective at some other time. 


Reilly said the law was designed 
to Clear up legal questions arising 
on the effective dates of legisla­ 
tion. 


“But when it was written, the 
legislature generally met for only 
three months,” said Reilly. “That 
gave the government plenty of 
time before Sept. I to get the le­ 
gal machinery set up for law* en­ 
forcement.” 


Picture Changes 
However, the picture has changed 
radically since World War II 
The 1951 session lasted a year 
1953, six months; 1955, 17 months 
1957, six months, and the current 
session, so far. eight months. 
Laws that went into effect today 
cover a range of government ac­ 
tivities from administration to zoo 
ing. 
Topping the list is a measure 
outlawing so-called skidrow con­ 
centrations of taprooms and bars. 
The law gives the State Liquor 
Control Board the right to refuse 
a license in a new location, if, in 
♦he board’s opinion, the action 
would be detrimental.

School integration has started 
in several Southern cities without 
the vio^^ce which marked the 
opening of classes hi some sec­ 
tions in the past. 
An increasing number of Negro 
youngsters are trudging off to in­ 
tegrated schools. They are ex­ 
pected to be joined by others later 
this week and next. 
The changes are mostly in the 
upper and border states. Ala­ 
bama, Georgia, Louisiana, Miss­ 
issippi and South Carolina are 
holding firm to traditional sepa­ 
rate schools for white children 
and Negroes. 
Potential trouble at the Dollar- 
wav School District near Pin® 
Bluff, Ark., has been postponed 
temporarily. The Sept. 8 opening 
date was put off until after a hear­ 
ing Sept. 21 in St. Louis on an 
appeal from an integration order 
by a federal judge. 
The advance of at least token 
integration in many parts of Dixie 
has been accompanied by a bar- 
range of law suits. In Virgnia the 
massive resistance pattern ap­ 
pears to have been replaced by a 
policy of maximum containment. 
Integrated schools open in sev­ 
eral cities today including Arling­ 
ton. Va., and Nashville, Tenn. 
Classes also start at the pre­ 
viously all - white elementary 
school at Sturgis, Ky., where 44 
Negro children registered Monday 
under a federal court order to in­ 
tegrate all Union County elemen­ 
tary schools. 
Eleven Negro children are at­ 
tending classes with white pupils 
ut Havelock, a coastal North Car­ 
olina community where integra­ 
tion began Friday. No incidents 
have been reported. 
Most public schools opened in 
Alabama and Georgia Monday. 
No attempts at integration were 
reported in either state. The At­ 
lanta School Board is under fed­ 
eral court order to submit a de­ 
segregation plan by Dec. I.

At IO a m. doors swing open at 
some 500 state-sanctioned package 
stores. An era will end. 
Prohibition, born of Indian trou­ 
bles and Carrie Nation oratory, 
will be a 
relic of this young 
state’s past. 
On the surface, strangers will 
find things pretty much the same. 
Nothing resembling a mass binge 
is expected. No public celebrations 
are planned. 
"I don’t 
look for 
a drunken 
brawl,” said State Crime Bureau 
Chief Forrest 
Castle. 
“ I 
think 
most people will just be drinking 
a toast to legalized whisky.” 


Agents Around State 
But in case those toasts get out 
of hand, Castle plans to have 
agents spread around the state 
with an eye for disturbances. 
The new era won’t mean the 
introduction of whisky to Okla­ 
homa. For 52 years bootlegger 
have been silent butlers of a flour­ 
ishing illegal liquor trade. 
They were accommodating as 
the barroom free lunch. Now they 
may become just as obsolete. 
Gov. J Howard Edmondson, the 
state’s 33-year-old chief executive 
who 
b r o u g h t 
about 
repeal, 
summed up the historic switch in 
a statement of shotglass brevity. 
Beginning Of Era 
“Today won t mark any change 
as far as the presence of liquor 
in Oklahoma is concerned,” the 
governor said. "It will mark the 
beginning of an era of liquor tax­ 
ation in Oklahoma.” 
Liquor 
representation 
without 
taxation, as much as any other 
factor, brought about the doom of 
prohibition. 
Steady 
bootlegging 
was another cause. 
The state's high $2 40 per gallon 
liquor tax is considered a long 
overdue source of state revenue. 
Oklahoma's budget for the next 
two years is tied to the expected 
liquor money 
V of tit R tptel Out 
Oklahomans 
voted 
for repeal 
April 7. Three months later the 
Legislature completed the rules 
for liquor consumption and distri­ 
bution. Since then the state has 
been busy issuing licenses 
Under its new law, Oklahoma 
will have package sales only with 
no public drinking. 
There will be no local option. 
Any city of at ’east 200 popula­ 
tion can have stores. 
The demise of prohibition in 
Oklahoma leaves only one state, 
Mississippi, constitutionally dry.

AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP> - The steel 
strike drags into another month 
and today even those with big 
I stock piles are getting nervous.

About three-fourths of the users 
say they can keep going until mid- 
j October. But they also know they 
must stretch their stocks not only 
over the length of the strike but 
also for several weeks more be­ 
fore the steel mills can promise 
normal deliveries. 
In industries tied closely to steel 
production, strike effects are still 
spreading. First came layoffs in 
the mines and on the railroads 
serving steel mills. Now salary 
cuts for executive personnel are 
being announced by such railroads 
as the Pennsylvania and Boston & 
Maine. 


Tally Is M ad* 
In a tally by the financial staff 
of the Research Institute of Amer­ 
ica only 30 out of 300 steel users 
report they ve already been hit by 
shortages 
But by the middle of 
this month IOO expect to be. And 
by the middle of next month 225 
say they'll be hurting 
Some metalworking companies 
also are facing up to labor trou­ 
bles of their own which could close 
them even if steel stocks hold out. 
Only about half of the compa­ 
nies are able to say when they ex­ 
pect normal shipments after the 
strike. Many of the others say 
they have tried to find out and 
can’t. 
Supplies Uncertain 
Half of those tninking they know 
say they expect to be getting reg­ 
ular supplies in about a month 
after the mills start up. The oth­ 
ers are more pessimistic. 
And the institute says: “ Some 
firms tell us they’ve been notified 
they won't be on the mills’ fourth 
quarter books at all, no m atter 
what happens.” 
The institute is a business ad­ 
visory organization supported by 
private industry. Member firms 
polled are assured of anonymity 
— a practice regarded as making 
for more frankness. 
Long Term Picture 
For the long term , the picture 
is much brighter 
Three months 
after the stake ends the steel in­ 
dustry and steel-iLsing industries 
will be making up for lost pro­ 
duction and rebuilding depleted 
stocks 
This is expected to push 
the economy as a whole into new 
high ground well into 1960 
But the institute takes a dimmer 
view of the immediate outlook. Its 
financial staff says. “ We’ve al­ 
ready 
passed 
the 
point 
where 
trouble can be avoided, even if 
the strike ended right away Met­ 
alworking companies have passed 
the point of no return because it 
will be three to six weeks after 
the furnaces start again before 
the 
average customer can get 
normal deliveries, let alone re­ 
build inventory." 
Those other than metalworkers 
already hurt include, besides the 
obvious ones of coal mines and 
railroads serving steel mills: 
Others Hurt 
Contractors who can't start new 
jobs without 
delivery dates on 
structural steel they’ll need.

Coombs did it twice, needing 24 
innings the first time, then doing 
it again in 16. It took Spahn 15 
innings.

strikeout performance, Koufax al­ 
so set a National League record, 
bettering the 17 hung up by Dizzy 
Dean for St. Louis against Chi­ 
cago’s Cubs in 1933 
Koufax, a southpaw, also bet­ 
tered the major league record for 
two consecutive games with a to­ 
tal of 31. He had fanned 13 in his 
last start 
against 
Philadelphia 
Feller set the old record at 28, 
capping by his 18 in the final 
game of the 1938 season 
Signed $20,000 Bonus 
With Koufax <8-4> pitching his 
first complete game against the 
Giants since he signed a $20,000 
bonus with the Dodgers in 1954, 
the Dodgers swept the last two 
games in the three-game series 
and now are only one game be­ 
hind the Giants in the lost col­ 
umn.

playgrounds. The danger is great­

Set Good Example 
Besides

when behind the wheel, parents 
are urged to set a good example 
for their children in everyday 
safety habits and to be firm in 
iasisting on such basic safety 
precautions as riding on'y in safe 
places, crossing streets or roads 
only at intersect ions knowing and 
obeying the traffic rules that ap­ 
ply to bicycles, and respecting po­ 
licemen. 
Here are some specific rules 
for youngsters on bicycles that

In fact, it’s important that you 
are as professiona’ about driving 
as the trained truck, bus and taxi­ 
cab driver. 
To acquire this technique „ the 
National Safety Council lists these 
driving “extras.” 
Obey traffic signals and never 
get caught moving in an inter­ 
section when the traffic light is 
yellow. 
Look both ways before starting 
on the green light to make cer­ 
tain no cross traffic is coming 
through against the light. 
Allow one vehicle length of fol­ 
lowing distance for every IO miles 
per hour of speed 
So you won’t crowd the center 
line, line up point on the dash 
or hood of your car with the 


to let it slip into the mediocrity 
that leads to trouble, expense 
and finally the need to buy some­ 
thing newer in self defense. One 
of these warning signs is the day 
when the owner no longer cares 
if the car needs cleaning. Another 
is the time when the owner tells 
his filling station man not to 
bother checking the oil or water. 
The downward route is a bit 
insidious. It may start with mere­ 
ly noting that the car has a birth­ 
day and assuming that it now is 
old so why bother to give it more 
care than it absolutely needs to 
prevent a breakdown. This is the 
time you may not bother to put 
it away in the garage at night.

anyway.” Whether you realize it 
or not you invariably treat a new 
car to a bit of better handling. 
Once you drop that element of 
cooperation the car responds by 


starting to let you down. 
May Come in Handy 
If you have occasion to take off 
the distributor for careful check­ 
ing of breaker points and move* 
ing of breaker points and move 
ment of the manual and vacuum 
controls there is an easy way to 
know how to replace the distribu 
tor so that timing won’t be thrown 
off base. Simply see that the No. 
I piston is at top dead center on 
its compression stroke and then 
replace the distributor so that its 
rotor is in the No. I firing posi­ 
tion.

Typical is the water distribution 
tube which is not found in VS 
engines.

Such bearings today are self-lu­ 
bricated. One owner was a bit 
annoyed because he decided that 
the manufacturer had forgotten to 
install a drain in the bottom of 
the oil filter’s shell. None of the 
modern filters have such a drain.

“For many years motorists have 
been sold on the idea that igni­ 
tion intensity can be boosted by 
making the high tension current 
jump a gap before it reaches the 
spark plugs. What they do not 
stop to realize is that spark al­ 
ready does this at the distributor. 
That whirling rotor in the cap 
doesn’t actually touch the “con­ 
tact” buttons leading to the igni­ 
tion wires. It just comes close to 


them, allowing spark to jump an 
air gap. This jump does intensity 
the spark. Anything beyond this 
is not necessary.

Williams was due back to work 
Monday as manager of the plumb­ 
ing and building department of an 
Idaho Falls store. He did not re­ 
port.

Also on the list are Roger Pro­ 
vost, associate warden at Sole­ 
dad, Calif., medium security pris­ 
on, his wife and two sons.

“We are camped on Madison 
River 30 miles from Yellowstone,”
